NOTE: The limitations of "...to be utilized by... and operable to be utilized by the customer to book a flight...." in 
claims 1, 34 and 44, change the scope of the claim as previously filed and required further search and reconsideration. In particular, 
Applicant's proposed amendment now narrows "the identifier" as the mechanism "operable to be utilized by the customer to book a 
flight".
